RECOMMENDATION:

It is recommended that Council interview an applicant for appointment to the Human Services

and, select and appoint an individual to the existing vacancy- a partial vacancy for a period of ten
months, expiring June, 1999.

BACKGROUND:

On July 16, Council interviewed 19 of the 22 applicants, and selected 14 individuals for
